this winter, are being required by Smoke 
Inspector Parker to pledge themselves in 
writing to do so next year. 

The smoke inspector explained to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday the ar- 
rangement under which he hopes to do 
away with apartment house and hotel 
smoke by another season. 

‘The owners of apartment houses who 
have bought their supply of soft coal 


for this year cannot very well be re- 


quired to replace it with coke or other 
smokeless fuel,”’ he said. ‘‘And in the 
winter it is not possinle to shut down 
the boilers in such places long enough 
to install smoke consuming apparatus. 
“So in such cases I am requiring the 
owners, as a condition of escaping 
prosecution now, to agree in writing 
to remedy conditions next year, or when 


their present supply of fuel runs out, by 


buying smokeless fuel, such as coke or’ 
Arkansas anthracite, or by putting in 


effective smoke-preventing devices.’’ 


Prosecution, Pending. 

Inspector Parker was asked what had 
been the officiai results, thus far, of the 
anti-smoke campaign waged by the 
Post-Dispatch and the Civic League, 
and lately taken up also by the 
Women's Smoke AvVatement Association. 

“There are 13 prosecutions pending,”’ 
he replied, “and nearly 400 corporations 
and individuals are in some stage of 
compliance with the law. There is 
trouble with nearly 1000 places where 
steam-jet smoke abatement devices were 
installed with the approval of my 
predecessor. Steam-jet devices are only 
a makeshift. They bleach and sat- 
urate the smoke, but do not keep it 
out of the atmosphere. 

“I am trying now to require appara- 
tus that is really effective. But when 
I go to these places that have steam- 
jet devices, the proprietors say, ‘Your 
predecessor said this apparatus would 
be ali right; now you want something 
else, and how do we know that the next 
man on the job will not want something 


entirely different from’ what you Tre-7 


quire?’ 


“And so they hold off, and continue to 


make about as much smoke as ever.”’

NINE LEPERS PUT 
ON EXHIBITION T 
CALM THE PUBL 


Physicians, Declare Dread 
Contagion Is Relic of the 
Middle Ages.

Bic. 30.—Nine lepers, in- 
mates df it ttons in the vicinity of 
this city, were exhibited last night for 
public examination at a gathering of 
physicians in the Academy of Medicine. 

One of the patients, a Chinaman, was 
from Paterson, N. J:, two from Brook- 
lyn, two from the City Hospital, three 
from the Skin and Cancer Hospital and 
one from the German Hospital. 

The purpose of the exhibition of the 
lepers is said to be the beginning of a 
movement to “éducate the public away 
from. the hysterical attitude it has here- 
tofore shown whenever the presence of 
a leper became a matter of general 
knowledge.’’ 

People Are Prejudiced, 

It was declared that the attitude of 
the people in regard to leprosy has not 
advanced since the middle ages and that 
as a result many lepers, in fear and 
terror, conceal the fact that they are 
suffering ‘from the disease, instead of 
applying for and receiving humane,.and 
intelligent treatment. 

There are at present five cases ot 
leprosy ‘under treatment in New York. 
Many of these patients, it is said, make 
occasional visits to the shopping dis- 
tricts, to banks or to hospitals, riding 
openly in trains, street cars and ferry 
boats. 

Six physicians from all parts of the 
United States and the American colon- 
ial possessions discussed leprosy at the 
meeting last night and all agreed: that 
in New York city there is no likelihood 
of infection. 


National Stations Favored. 

They declare in favor of a national 
leprosaria with stations in Florida and 
San Francisco, urging in favor of such 
an institution, that it is practicable for 
the states to take action, because of the 
‘small number of cases in each state, 
and unfair from a national standpoint 
to allow one state to drive its lepers 
into other states. 

There are now on record, it was as- 
serted, 278 cases in the United States, 
176 of them being men and 102 women. 
Five seaboard states contain almost all 
of the recorded cases—New York, South 
Carolina, Fiorida,. California and Mas- 
sachusetts leading in the order named.

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—Prof. Pfungst of 
Berlin University headed a commission 
of scientists which has just returned 
from an interesting discussion of cur- 
rent topics with a dog named Don. They 
found that although the dog can under- 
stand German fluently, his vocabulary 
is limited to seven words, of which some 
are words of two syllables, all articulat- 
ed with remarkable clearness. 

The official finding is that the dog 
understands what is said to him and re- 
plies to the inquiries of strangers with- 
out aid or suggestion from his owner. 
These replies necessarily are confined 
to the seven words which form Don’s 
vocabulary. 

Says He Want, Cakes. 

‘The dog is a brown setter owned by a 
royal gamekeeper near Hamburg. The 
fact that he could talk was discovered 
five years ago, when he began to say 
“haben, haben,” when begging for food. 
In a short time he progressed to the 
German equivalent for ‘‘cakes,”’’ and 
recently «he remarked, in German, ‘tT 
want cakes.’ His astonished owner 
then concluded it was time to call in 
some sort of a commission and notified 
the Berlin University authorities. 

As usual, Acience was conservative 
but the circus. proprietors were on the 
job. Karl Hagenbeck offered $2500 for 
the right to put Don through his vocab- 
ulary. The royal gamekeeper refused 
this offer and again communicated with 
the Berlin authorities. Then it was de- 
cided by Prof, Pfungst to investigate, 
and the commission was appointed. 

The members returned to Berlin to- 
day with the-report that they had 
talked to Don, that he had answered 
their every question so far as his abil- 
ity went, and that he had not been 
coached-in his replies by his owner. . 

The London newspapers have shown 
great interest in Don, and one of them, 
the Daily Mall, sent a special corre- 
spondent to interview him. The corre- 
spondent confirmed the report that Don 
could use seven words and that he un- 
derstood ee every question put 
to him.

AFTER YEAR 2020 


Prof. Willcox Declares at Pres- 
ent Rate, wp Will Have 
to Be Imported, 


ENDOWMENT SUGGESTED 


Prof. Howard Belleves State 
Should Pay Every Mother 
for Each of Children. 


There will be no children in the United 
States under five years of age in the 
year 2020. Babies, accordingly, will have 
disappeared from this country as early 
4s 2915. 

This is the mathematical conclusion of 
Prof. Walter F. Willcox of. Cornell Uni- 
versity, after exhaustive study and com 
parison of the birth rate during the last 
century.. Prof. Willcox addressed his as- 
sociater in the American Statistical As- 
sociation Friday on the subject of “‘Com- 
paritive Fecundity in the United States 
and France.”’ 

The only hope of seeing babies in the 
according to 
Prof. Willcox’s calculations, is in pos- 
sible importation from France. France, 
he says, will continue to have babies 
80 years after the United States has 
quit. But this condition .is to come 
about, Willcox says, only IF—— 

“The proportion of decrease in the 
number of children to the number of 
women of marriageable age, is con- 
tinued uninterrupted for another 110 
years.”’ 

“There is proportionately more race 
suicide in the United States than in 
France,” said Prof. ~Willcox, “though 
it is difficult to compare the two 
countries. The proportion of children 
under 5 yeara to women between the 
ages of 15 and 49 years in the United 
States wag only 55 per cent in 1900 
of what it was in 1810, The birth rate 
in France in 1900 was 69 per cent of 
what it was in 1810.” ‘,

Professor Believes Women Who 
Raise Children Should Be 
Paid by Commonwealth 


An endbwment for the stork was 
recommended to the American Socio- 
logical Association at the Southern 
Hote! Friday by George Eliiot Howard, 
professor of sociology in the University 
In an address on “The 
Sa@f-l Control of Domestic Relations’ 
he declared the State should honor 


motherhood by endowing mothers. 

‘‘Parents who raise families,’’ he said; 
“are entitled to payment and security 
from the State the same as the soldier 
or the Judge or any other public ser- 
vant. The woman who gives a child 
to the State should be allowed an in- 
come by the State for taking care of 
that child. That would make the moth- 
er the ruler in the home, That would 
be social justice,” 

The stability of the family should be 
increased, he said, by a good marriage 
law to check hasty, clandestine and friv- 
olous marriages. These marriages are 
bad and it is only the bad marriages 
that end in the divorce court, he said. 

Favors New Marriage Laws. 

He recommended a standard of moral 
fitness to which applicants for mar- 
riage should be required to meet and 
said the marriage law should be purged 
of its inconsistencies and tangles. He 
declared that almost every conceivable 
blunder had been committed in the 
American marriage laws, and a new 
marriage law was needed more than a 
new divorce law. 

He said the common-law marriage 
should be abolished. No woman un- 
der 19 and no man under 21 should 
be allowed to marry. “Surely,” he

MEXICAN SOLDIERS 
CAPTURE MALPASG 
FROM THE REBELS 


Insurrectos Driven Out After 
They Attack Federal Troops 
in a Canyon, 


LOSSES REPORTED HEAVY 
— 


Two Other Towns Taken by 
Revolutionists and Cordoba 
Expects Battle. 


By Associated Press. 
MEXICO CITY, Dec. $0.—_Malpaso, 


said to have been the stronghold of the 
revolutionists in the state ef Chihua- 


federal forces according to telegrams 
received late last night by Government 
officials here. 

Officials declare that as soon as the 
troops under Gen. Luque joined those 
of Gen. Navarro near Padernales plans 
were made to advance upon the position 
held by the rebels. In accordance a 
reconnoitering party, under Gen. Gor- 
dilla Escuedero, of about a hundred 
men was sent out yesterday morning to 
ascertain the position of the enemy. 

The troops advanced toward Malpaso 
and were fired upon from the sides of 
the canyon by the revolutionists. Col. 
Escuedero ordered his men to advance 
upon their position and after a sharp 
skirmish the revolutionists fled, leaving 


forces. 
Many Killed, Is Belief. 

No details of the casualties were given 
in offictal dispatches, but it ts believed 
several on both sides were killed. The 
federal troops are now engaged in re- 
pairing the tracks of the northern 
railway and the telegraph lines which 
have been out of commission for three 
weeks. The messages reporting the cap- 
turing of Malpaso came direct from that 
point to Mexico City. 

Officials here said the taking of Mal- 
paso was a death blow to the insur- 
gents as that was always considered 
the strongest position they held and 
by its capture the Government would 
be able to supply its forces operating 
toward Ciudad Guerrero. It is believed 
the next encounter will occur at Guer- 
rero. . 

A special last night from Cordeba, 
state of Vera Cruz, said an attack on 
that city momentarily was expected. 
The telegram said a body of 100 armed 
men attacked and took San Felipe de 
la Punta and Omealca, two mountain 
towns, during the day. 

According to the dispatch, the Gov- 

rnmeént offices were looted and arms. 
were taken from private persons. The 
two towns mentioned each have about 
500 inhabitants. 

Excitement at Cordoba. 

‘Great excitement is said to prevail 
at Cordoba, and active preparations 
were made late in the afternoon to de- 
fend the city should it be attacked. 
Cordoba is one of the most important 
cities on the line of the Mexican Rajil- 
way and has about 5006 population. 

Information received here so far does 
not indicate whether the attack on the 
towns mentioned was made by revolu- 
tionists or bandits. A high Govern- 
ment official said that official report 
of the trouble at Cordoba and vicinity 
had been received, but it is said the 
men who made the attack on two Mex- 
ican towns were bandits whose leader 
had recently been released from prisen 
in Orizaba. 

Reports that have reached here 
through unofficial channels from Chi- 
huahua say scouts from Gen. Luque’s 
command who have been exploring the 
country in the last two days between 
Pedernales and Guerrero brought news 
that the insurgents were dispersing and 
that it was probable that when the 
combined armies of Laque and Navarro 
reach Guerrero they will find the city 
deserted by the rebels. 

Accounts have appeared in newspa- 
pers of Mericia, Yucatan, saying that 
uprisings had occurred in Tabasco and 
Chiapas. Upon inquiry at the War De- 
partment, Subsecretary Gen. Salamanca 
said there had been no trouble what- 
ever in Chiapas, but a company of Fed- 
eral troops had routed a number of 
bandits in Tabasco. 


Foreigners Face Lesses. 

Foreigners who are heavily interested 
financially in the affected district face 
a long peried of business stagnation. 
They say it will take a month to pacify 
the western part of the state, even if 
there are no serious developments in 
the eastern and northern parts. 

Information from the Ofiniga district 
is to the effect the revolutionists in 
that section are mobilizing and have 
sent word to their western comrades to 
hold out’ until the fornmier can advance 
on this: city. One rumor went so far 
as to place the date at Jan. 18 These 
reports lack confirmation, save for the 
bare fact that the district does support 
a body of ineyrrectos whose numbers 
are not known.

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Mrs. Sutton Robbed in Auto, 
Eloped in One,, Loses Hus- 
band Same Way. 


Mrs. Louise Steinkamper Sutton just 
can’t make those taxicabs behave. Also 
she can’t find her husband, whom she 
calls the I. O. U. Kid. 

In the brief space of a month she has 


been robbed in a taxi, she has eloped 
in one, and she has been separated from 
her husband on account ef ‘one. 

Now, though a bride of less than a 
week, she is living alone at the Mary- 
land Hotel and she doesn’t know where 
her husband, William Sutton, is. Since 
the separation she has been busy paying 
taxicab bills, but she draws the line at 
one which she says should be charged 
up to guests at the Marquette Hote] 
who kidnaped her husband when the 
honeymoon was only two days old. 

‘He's all right, and I know he’ll come 
back to me,’ she said in her room at 
the Maryland’ Friday, “but he doesn’t 
know where I am and I don't know 
how to find him.” 

Says She Inherited $100,000, 

As Louise Steinkamper Mrs. Sutton, 
she says, inherited a fortune of $100,000 
when her father, Frederick Steinkamp- 
er, a director of the Northwestern Sav- 
ings Institution of St. Louis, died twe 
years ago. She is a blonde. 

Sutton, the husband whom she won 
only to lose again through the strange 
taxicab hoodao which has followed her 
around the country, is the Missouri rep- 
resentative of a big corporation which 
manufactures a widely known breakfast 
food. 

News of Sutton’s marriage with Miss 
Steinkamper and the complications | 
which followed it, reached the Chicago 
headquarters of the company and Wal- 
ter Lee, an official, came to St. Louis 
and tried to find his abducted empleye, 
but was unsuccessful. He returned to 
Chicago Thyrsday night after an inter- 
view with Mrs, Sutton. 

It was in Chicago, less than a month 
ago, that Mrs. Sutton, known there as 
Mrs. Scott, caused the arrest of a 
taxicab driver, who, she alleged, over- 
powered her while she was his pas- 
senger and took $120 from her stocking. 

She Blames the Drummers. 

Sutton and Miss Steinkamper eloped 
to Clayton last Saturday in a taxicab 
owned by W. A. Haton. Before their 
marriage both were guests of the Mar- 
quette Hotel. Following the ceremony 
performed by the Rev. Dr, Langtry, a 
Presbyterian minister at Clayton, al! 
went well until last Monday, the day 
on which Christmas was celebrated. 

“A crowd of drummers did it,” said 
Mrs. Sutton. “They should have known 
better. They learned of ous marriage 
and they lay in wait for my husband 
in the lobby of ‘the Marquette Hotel. 
They followed him out and I heard aft- 
erward that they got him into a taxicab 
and drove all over St. Louis and 8&t. 
Louis County with him. 

“That wasn’t the worst of it. When 
they were through riding they all got 
out. of the taxicab and left Billy te pay 
the bills. I guess he signed an I O U, 
because he surely fs the I O U kid

FOOTBALL RULES ARE O K’d 





Baseball, Basket Ball and Track 
Sports Also Are Discussed 
by Moguls. 





‘NEW YORE, Dec. 30.—Representatives 
from nearly one hundred colleges and 
universities were present at the annual 
meeting of the Intercollegiate Athletic 
Association of the United Sates, held at 
the Hotel Astor and at length. discussed 
questions pertinent to the reforming of 
college sports. 

Football, baseball, basket ball and 
track and fleld,athletics were on the 
carpet from every angle, but no changes 
were made in any of the rules. Elated 
with the changes in the football rules 
which they recommended at their last 
session, and which subsequently were 
made by the Intercollegiate Rules Com- 
mittee, practically everyone had a good 
word for the popular game as it now is 
played. 

While all present favored the elimi- 
nation of professionalism in college 
sports, some took a broad view of the 
summer baseball question. The opinion 
was general that it was not so bad for 
the student to play the game for money 
during the vacation months as it was 
to conceal the fact so that they might 
later play in collegiate contests. 


Are Against Professional Coaches. 


The association put itself on record 
as against the professional coach. To the 
question, ‘‘Should coaching be limited to 
faculty and alumni members?” 46 voted 
in the affirmative. 

The men came from all parts of the 
country. North, Hast, South and West 
were represented. The majority were 
professors and each was armed with 
data on sport in which he most was in- 
¢erestd. Almost all the 81 institutions 
which belong to the association were 
represented, and there were many rep- 
resentatives from institutions which do 
not belong to it. The chief thing done 
was to change the association’s name 
to the National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation. 

Capt. Pierce was unanimously re- 
elected president. A. G. Smith of the 
State University of Iowa was elected 
vice-president, F. W. Nicholson of Wes- 
leyan University, secretary and treas- 
urer, and the following members of the 
Executive Committee to represent the 
various sections of the country: H. G. 
Chase, Tuffts; George Moylan, Colum- 
bla; W. C. Reddeck, North Carolina 
College of Agriculture; G. H. Ehler, 
University of Wisconsin; R. G. Clapp, 
University of Nebraska, and George No- 
lin, University of Colorado.

Like a Bluff to Edgren 


Hackenschmidt Will Hardly Accept Offer to 


With Winner Take

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—Frank Gotch’s 
offer to return to the wrestling pad 
seems to have been taken very much in 
earnest by the _ grapplers, although 
Frank’s statement that he'd only make 
a match “‘winner take all and for a $20,- 
000 side bet’’ made his challenge look 
like a bluff. 

Nobody ever heard of a match of any 
kind made under such conditions. A 
$20, side bet has never been made on 
any kind of a sporting event, to my 
knowledge, although it is said that some 
of the old-time English racing men 
wagered as much as $100,000 on a single 
horse race, and some great ring battles 
have been fought out on a “winner 
take all’’ basis. 

Chicago and the Middle West is 
wrestling mad The Gotch-Hacken- 
schmidt match, if it comes off, would 
draw a lot of money in New York, but 
sporting men who have been watching 
the game in the Western States predict 
that it will draw between $50,000 and 
$100,000 in Chicago. The only limit is 
the size of the crowd that can be ac- 
commodated. 

Chicago has had no boxing for years, 
which largely accounts for the popular- 
ity of the slower game. There’s another 
advantage in wrestling, for the great 
champions like Gotcn and Hacken- 
schmidt can go absolutely to a finish 
wherever they may meet, while ons 
must travel to Reno to see a finish con- 
test with gloves. 

Wwoneae Would Get 870,000. 

Suppose at the contestants’ gate 
share at the match is at least $50,000. 
That makes the stake, with the side bet, 
amount to $70,000. If this isn’t enough 
to make the grapplers nervous when 
they step up to take the first grip they 
can think of the result of the match. 

Hackenschmidt, if he can throw 
Gotch and regain the world’s champion- 
ship title, can travel around and make 
a couple of hundred thousand more in 
the next year easily. He'll be a tremen- 
dous drawing card wherever he cares 
to wrestle. Gotch can put himself fn the 
same position by beating Hacken- 
schmidt.

Hackenschmidt began 





piling up a fortune eight or nine years 
ago when he went to England and 
wrestled at the National Sporting Club 
of London. He has been adding to the 
bank account steadily ever since, hav- 
ing wrestled all over the world. His 
dne reverse, in the Chicago match with 
Gotch, gave him a temporary setback, 
but he has been coining money during 
the past year. ‘ 

He owns thousands of acres of land 
all over the country, and has always / 
been a very shrewd investor. He doesn’t 
need to wrestle to make money, and his 
return to the pad after announcing a 
permanent retirement is a surprise. 
Probably Gotch couldn’t sit down and 
let all the money slip by when he saw 
how Hackenschmidt and Zbyszko are 
cleaning up on his old routes. 

Zhyszko Seeks Gotch’s Title, 

Zbyszko, I notice, is in the limélight, 
having adnnounced his willingness to 
wrestle Gotch and put up a $1000 side 
Stake. I can't see where the “winner 
take all’ clause is possible in such a 
match, to say nothing of the side bet. 
when it is remembered that Gotch had 
a match with the Pole a few months 
ago and threw him the first fall in eight 
seconds and the second in something 
like twelve minutes, 

Wrestling is a funny game. Dr. Rol- 
ler stayed over an hour each with 
Zbyszko and Hackenschmidt, while 
after seeing the match with the ‘Pole 
I'd be willing to bet my left arm against 
& postage stamp that either ‘could 
throw him in 10 minutes without strain- 
ing a ligament, and that Gotch couid 
turn the same trick in even less time. 

The only way to account for the long 
bouts is the supposition that both 
Zbyszko and Hackenschmidt were play- 
ing with Roller to bait Gotch. 

We can expect to hear a lot of fren- 
zied finance conversation from the big 


‘grapplers during the next month or two.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.

Final prices in nearly all 
instances showed gains. 

Prices were quiet and steady at the 
noon hour, after buying sin several of 
the leaders caused a sharp fractional 
advance. Trading was professional, how- 
ever, and commission houses took little 
part in the speculation. The bond mar- 
ket continues active and firm and had 
a bullish influence on sentiment. 

Stocks continued their upturn in the 
early trading Friday. The demand was 
active and the speculation broader, The 
steel issues reflected an improved spec- 
ulative inquiry. 

The London market displayed a rath- 
er strong tone before the local opening, 
the leading American shares gaining 
%@%d of a point on improved buying. 
The demand, however, .came largely 
from this side. The general market 
abroad is quiet. The London settle- 
ment concludes today. The account 
showed only moderate holdings of 
American issues. 

Market sentiment shows a slight im- 
provement, but this is caused more from 
the action of prices than from any 
pronounced change in actual conditions. 
The steel trade shows no betterment, 
and while the mills are operating to 
only about 60 per cent of capacity, pre- 
dictions are made for severe price cut- 
ting at the meeting of Steel interests on 
Jan. 9. 

One factor in the situation which the 
“street’’ looks on as favorabfe is the 
increased wages being granted railroad 
employes. It is not likely that these 
demands would be so readily granted, 
at this itme, were not railroad interests 
pretty well assured that they will be 
allowed to materially increase freight 
rates.

WHEAT DRIFTS 
LOWER IN Tht 


Foreign Traders .Fail to Follow 
Bull Lead; Corn Is 
Higher. 


The wheat market shaded off frac- 
tionally in the late trading Friday, dis- 
appointing cables and less active man- 
ipulation in Chicago being the direct 
cause. Trade was professional through- 
out the session. Commission houses 
taking little interest in the speculation. 

Therg was little of importance in the 
day’s news, but market sentiment seems 
to be more -bullish than in some time 
past. The continued strength of the 


distant options, despite the breaking of 
the drouth in the winter wheat terri- 
tory, and other bearish developments, 
has turned many traders to the buying 
side. The movement to market is also 
lighter, at the moment. 

The Liverpool wheat market showed 
an irregular range, opening higher on 
strength in American and Canadian 
markets, then reacting on liberal Ar- 
gentine, Indian and Australian _ship- 
ments and predictions of-liberal Russian 
shipments. A smaller inquiry for Ar- 
gentine wheat, with holders less firm 
in their views, was also a depressing in- 
fluence. Liverpool corn prices were easy 
on prbvate reports of general raing in 
‘the Argentine, which counteracted che 
effect of smaller week’s shipments. 

Broomhall estimates the world’s ship- 
ments of wheat for the week, exclusive 
of North America, at 8,800,000 bu, against 
actual total shipments last week of 1l,- 
792,000. 

Australian wheat shipments this week 
were 768,000 bu, against 352,000 bu last 
week and 464,000 bu last year. Indian 
shipments, 664,000 bu, against 296,000 bu 
last week and 312,000 bu last year. 

Broomhall reported the Argentine 
wheat market firm with the demand 
quiet. Arrivals from the interior in- 
creasing with the quality satisfactory. 
Corn market irregular, with the demand 
fair.
